Apart from the iicgrnos, it would probably 
sell lor a (jui-.tler of a million of dollars. 
Tho conlisealinn and sale ol this pr.iperly 
would probably (Jo quite as much to restore 
the eastern part uF Virginia to its nllfgiarice 
to the Government as any act lhat could be 
done, and there seems to be no good reason 
why it should not be subjected to Ihe laws.

It was alleged Ihiil the negroes of the South 
would follow iJieit masters to the death.
